814’’x 10” to the weather, with 3’” top laps, nailed with two barbed wire nails 114’ long. All horizontal laps to be bedded in elastic tile cement, to serve as a cushion, using 
not less than 40 pounds to a square; cement to be colored to match tile. Use No. 6 American 6S’? ridge cresting for all ridges and No. 25 or No. 14 for all hips, and No. 5 or 
No. 22 for all hip finials. Before laying tile, cover sheathing with a heavy layer of carbonized roofing felt weighing not less than 20 pounds to one square of single ply, with 3/7 laps, 
well tacked to sheathing with barbed wire nails, with tin caps under nail heads, spaced not more than 6’ apart. 

Cover sides of dormer with flat vitrified shingle tile of same material as tile roof.
